Top FFA Chapter Award 


A lot has been written since the 
death of Howard Hughes and one of 
the more interesting items that we 
have run across is a column by 
James McCrain in The Archer 
County News. It follows: 
Tuesday, the world lost one of the 
most intriguing men of history. 
Howard Hughes died enroute to 
Houston from Mexico. 
Books 
have 
been 
written, 
lawsuits entered into and people 
have gone to prison for writing 
about this man that was a legend in 
his own time. 
Hughes lived as a recluse from 
the society in which he was an 
intricate 
part. 
Tales 
have 
abounded for years about his 
possible location as he tried to 
escape the prying eyes of curious 
people. 
In a newspaper headline were the 
words, “Hughes worth two billion 
dollars.” One common fate that 
rich and poor alike all must face is 
death and all the money in the 
world will not provide a way of 
escape. 
I was just thinking about how 
much a billion dollars would 
amount too. 
It is almost in­ 
conceivable without some way of 
breaking this down in day to day 
terms. With the help of a calculator 
I came up with the following 
figures. 
First of all, consider a million 
dollars put into a lending institution 
at six percent interst: spending the 
annual 
interest alone 
would 
amount to $60,000 per year, $5,000 
per month, or $1,153.85 per week. If 
you tried to spend all the million 
dollars in one year, it would have to 
be spent at the rate of $2,739.73 per 
day or $19,230.77 per week. 
Now to visualize a billion dollars, 
think of spending $2,739,726 per day 
for 365 days. If a person lived for 70 
years and spent $39,140 each day he 
lived, he would finally spend one 
billion dollars. 
I’m so tired of figuring how to 
spend that billion dollars that my 
head hurts. The first week would be 
no problem in spending $39,140 per 
day, but I can’t figure for the life of 
me what I’d spend the rest on.

1. Mulch gardens to con­ 
serve moisture, reduce weed 
problems,

Sometimes the per­ 
centage is only 20, some­ 
times less. 
And this is true also in other 
elections; in city elections, 
state elections, etc. Why, you 
can beat nearly any school 
bond election if you can get as 
many as 30 per cent of the 
people to vote. 
I ’ve been thinking about 
this. If 20 per cent of the 
people can decide who’s 
going to be the nominee of 
their party, why not narrow it 
down even more? Why should 
the candidates spend millions 
of dollars on such a small 


minority, when Dr. Gallup 
can Uke $25,000, poll 1500 
people, and tell you who’s 
going to win? 
Now who these 1500 people 
are nobody knows. Nobody 
has ever talked to anybody 
who has ever been polled by 
Dr. Gallup, and I think I know 
the reason why. Judging by 
some of the people they said 
was going to win and who did, 
you 
can 
see 
why 
they 
wouldn’t want their names 
associated with it. 
This is off the subject, but 
have you noticed that there 
never has been a news flash 
on TV, whether it’s about a 
tornado warning, an earth­ 
quake, or an election results, 
imporUnt enough to show up 
during a commercial?
